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SYMPOSIUM ON ENGLISH DECORATIVE ARTS: 1840-1890 
Saturday, May 11, 9:30 am to 5:00 pm 


A one-day symposium on English Decorative Arts: 1840-1890 will explore the 
vital and highly fecund period in 19th-century Britain which spawned the ideas and 
attitudes of 20th-century international architecture and design. The symposium will 
be held at The Cleveland Museum of Art, 11150 East Boulevard, Cleveland, OH 44106, 
on Saturday, May 11, from 9:30 am to 5:00 pm. Each participant will be charged a $25 
registration fee, which includes lunch. Students will be admitted free but will not 
be provided lunch. Reservations may be made by mailing a check (or students, mail 
a request with name, phone number, and university affiliation) to The Cleveland 
Museum of Art, Department of Later Western Art. Tickets will be held at the door. 

Two morning lecturers will provide background information on the development 
of the Arts and Crafts movement and High Victorian style: David Curry, curator of 
American Art at The Denver Art Museum, and Martin Eidelberg, professor of Art 
History, Rutgers University. 

In the afternoon session, three lecturers will discuss the design and manu- 
facture of Victorian decorative arts. Lionel Lambourne, assistant keeper. Department 
of Paintings of the Victoria and Albert Museum, London, will speak about William 
Morris and pre— Raphael ite furniture. Duncan Simpson, a scholar associated with 
the Historic Buildings Division of the Greater London Council, will speak about 
C.F.A. Voysey, a leading forerunner of the Modern movement in design and architecture. 
The English author and connoisseur Peter Rose will discuss the Martin Brothers 
pottery.
